Southerners Wreak Vengance
on Ravishers.

VICTIMS WERE ALL NEGROES

One of Them Was Taken From = Mis-
siasippl Jail and Hanged Withous
Officinls’ Knewledge,

Port Gibson, Miss,, Aung. 14.—Bill
Wilson, colored, was lynched here to
day wunder peouliar c¢irecumstances.
Last Tuesday Wilson was arrested ir
Hermanville on a charge of assault.
This afternoon the jailor, upon enter-
ing Wilson’'s cell, discovered the pris-
oner hanging to the county gallows
with several bullet wounds in hie
neck and shoulders. The coroner’s
jury rendered a verdict of death by
hanging and shooting by unknown par-
tiee. The execution took place so
quickly that nooe of the officials knew
what was going on.

A Loulsiana Lynching.
New Orleans, Aug. 14.—News of 87
lynching in Grant parish, La., has been
brought out throdigh the finding of a
negro’s mulilated body in Naytchai
oreek. The victim was Max Singleton,
who some day® ago went to the house
of O. V. Boyett, a planter, and asked
for-food of Mrs. Boyett, who was alone
in the house. She brought some food
to the front gate, when the negro order-
ed her to carry it for him across the
road. Mra. Boyett immediately ran
into the field where her husband was
at work. The details of the pursuit of
the megro, of his capture and execu-
tion, are very meager.

Negro Flend Lynched.

Nashville, Tenn., Aug. 14.—Will
Chambers, colored, arrested on & charge
of criminally assaniting the l4-year-
old daughter of William Watson, was
lynched near Bellbuckle at an early
hour todey. He was identified by his
victim, who is in a critical condlition.

Lynohing In Georgis.
Clem, Ga., Aug. 14.—Will McClure,
a negro, was lynched this afterncon for
an attempted assault on Mrs. George
A. Mooure, wife of a respectable farmer
of Carroll county.

FILES BANKRUPTCY PETITION.

Fallure of Alexander MoDonsld, King
of the Klondlke.

Chicago, Aug. 14.—A special to the
Times-Herald from San Francisco says:
Alexander McDonald, king of the Klon-
dike, "bas failed. His liabilitles are
estimated at $6,000,000. His assets
are of uncertain value. After know-
ing for two years what it isto be a mil-
lionaire many times over, he has
shouldered his pick, and, without com-
plaining, bas started again as a poor
miner, leaving his bride in Dawson
with a score of creditors for whose ben-
efit all his interests, both mining and
trading, have been assigned. In his
formal declaration of insolvency, filed
at Dawson, July 29, MocDonald stated
his liabilities to be approximately
$6,000,000, while there is no way of
fully computing his assets, as his in-
vestments are of largely problematical
value. As they will have to be sacri-
ficed, McDonald himsell says thers
will not be enough to go around, al-
though he believes their nltimate valne
will prove $20,000,000 at least. He is
not at all disheartened by hs sudden
change of fortune, Indeed, he appears
relieved.

“It’s too much worry,”” he declares,
*to be a millionaire.”> McDonald was
one of the first, as well as one of the
most fortunate of the Klondike pio-
neera, His bride, an English girl, al-
most 20 years his junior, looks at the
gituation with philosophical fortitude,
She saye she is guite satisfied as long
as he keeps his health and courage.

When MoDonald married Margaret
Chisholm in London, February 6 last,
his wealth was variously estimated
at from $10,000,000 to five times that
sum. McDonald passed through Taco-
ma last Ootober en route fromm Dawson
City to London, and it was stated then
in varions dispatches that he carried
with him for expense money fully
$2,000,000. It was aleo related by
the press that fou: years ago he passed
through Tacoma practically penniless,
headed for the Klondike with the
avowed purpose of “‘pulling out his
stake.”

When McDonald went to England, &
few months ago, to organize a syndi-
cate to sontrol the transportation and
‘provision business ol the far north, he
left his affairs 1n the hands of incom-
petent agents. On his return, credit-
ors made demands which he conld not
meet. Before going to the Klondike,
MeDonald prospected in Colorado.

Crop Fallure in Eussia.

Washington, Aug. 14.—The state de-
partment has received a report from
Consnl Henal, at Odessa, Russia, stat-
ing that the failure of the cropsin
many provinces in Enropean Russia is
much more serions than is generally
admitted. Energetic steps have been
taken to meet the gituation.

THE SHOOTING OF LABORI.

Would-Be Assassin Flad No Difficulty in
Y Esonping From His Pursuers.
Rennes, Aug. 16.—The [ollowing
bulletin regarding the oondition of M,
Labori was issned at 10 o’clock:
“Temperature, 87.05; no fever; con-
dition stationary.*’
There has been, therefore, a slight
improvement during the last few hours,
Further detaile regarding the shoot-
ing of M. Labori show that the sky was
overcast when M. Labori left his house,
accompanied by Colonel Picquart and
the latter's brother-in-law, M. Gast.
M. Labori was laughing and chatting
with his companions when he wasg shot.
The party was passing the Quay Rich-
mond, and was about to cross the
bridge, when a man hidden behind a
wooden fence at the corner of the quay
stepped out and fired at M. Labori.
The wounded man fell to the ground.
He tried to rise, and put his hand to
the wound in his back and brought the
hand back covered with blood. As he
lay there, with his clothes covered with
the dust in which he had fallen, he
enid in a faint voice: *‘I beg you to
give me wy stick and my papers. Go
and tell them,” he added, with a final
effort, “‘to suspend the proceedings.”
After the shooting the would-be mur-
derer ran across the fields until 4e
reachoed a railroad; he dashed across
the track in front of a train just ar-
riving, and disappeared in the dense
woods. No trace of him has as yet
been found.

Court-Martial Proceedings.
Rennes, Aug. 16.—The shLooting of
M. Labori, leading counsel for Dreyfus,
robbed the morning session of the
Dreyfos court-martial of its paramount
interest. The murderer apparently
chose today for the attempt, for it was
anticipated that Labori would erush
Meroier, the ex-minister of war, with
his cross-questioning.** The news of
the shooting capsed an immense sensa-
tion in the courtroom, where the au-
dience was assembled, awaiting the en-
trance of the judges.

RUSSIA WILL ARBITRATE.

Has Agreed to Arbitration of the Claims
of American Ciltizens.

New York, Aug. 16.—A special to
the Herald from Waghington says:
Ambassador Tower has notified the
state department that the Ruowssian gov-
ernment has agresd to arbitrate the
claime of American citizens against it,
growing out of the seizare of their ves-
sels off the Siberian coast. These
¢laims amount to §300,000, and Rus-
sia’s willingness to arbitrate them is
the best evidence, state department
officiale eay, of their validity.

Mr. Tower is negotiating a treaty re-
ferring the olaims to arbitration,
which will be based upon the conven-
tions undex which the Cheek and Me-
Corp claims were arbitruted. The ar-
bitrator will be selected by the two
governments, and will be required to
render the award within six months af-
ter his appointment. Theseclaims are
due to the seizure of American sesling
ships off the Siberian coast in 1893,
and the maltreatment of some of their
orews. Their vessels were seized 20
miles away from the Siberian shore:
Had the seizure occurred within three
miles it is probable this government
would have declined to press the
claims,

The Swiss government is expected to
render its verdict in the Delagoa Bay
claim during the coming fall. This
claim, growing out of the seizure of the
Delagoa Bay railroad, owned by an
American citizen, by the Portugese
government, amounts to several mil-
liona of dollars, o

MADE VETERANS A PRESENT.

Ewperor Willlam Remembered Wan-
dering Boys of His Army.

Chicago, Auvug. 16.—*Hoch, hoch,
hooh, der kaiser!"’

This was the shout of thousands of
Germans at Sharpshooters’ Park when
Henry Haclhmeister, president of the
veterans’ society of the German army,
read the dispatch from the German am-
bassador to the '‘Bundes Kreiger Ver-
ein’’' that Emperor William had pre-
sented a banner to the wociety. The
dispatch, dated *‘Bar Harbor, Aung. 15,
18990," was written in German. The
following ie a translation:

**It is & great eatisfaotion for me to
notify vou in the name of his majesty,
the empetor and king, that he has pre-
sented to the central organization of
the German soldiers a banner and his
order that the same be held one year
in succession by the societies of the
KEreiger Bund. The banner will be
sent as soon as made, and will be in
Chioago inside of two months.

(Signed) “YON MUMM,
“*Acting German Ambassudor.’’

Since 1885, when the Germans in
Chicago celebrated the 26th anniversary
of the Franco-Prussian war, no such
large gathering of Germans has taken
place in Chicago. Delegates were
present from Cincinnati, St. Lonuis,
Denver, Kansas City, Cleveland, St.

DREVEUST LAWYER WAYLAID

M. Labori Shot Down While
on His Way to Court.

THE WOUND PROBABLY FATAL

Two Men Rushed Out of n Narrow Lune
and Fired at Himi From n KReveolver
—pBullet Entered Stomnch.

Rennes, Aug 15—Two men am-
bushed Maitre Lobori, ocounusel for
Dreyfus, and one shot was fired. M.
Labori fell in the roadway. He is still
alive.

Maitre Labori left his honse alone
for the court at about 6 oclock this
morning. His residence is situated in
the anburbs of the town, about a quar-
ter of an hour’s walk from the Lycee,
the ronute being along a solitary road
beside the river Vilaine. He had
reached a point half way on his journey
‘when two men, who had evidently
been lying in wait for him, rushea out
of a narrow lane and one of them fired
a gingle shot from a revolver, The as-
eassing were only a couple of yards be-
hind their victim. The bullet struck
Labori in the back. The wounded man
uttered an agonized ory and fell fiat on
his face. The assassing immediately
fled through the lane from which they
had emerged and both escaped.

At T7:80 o'clock it was announced
that the bullet had entered the stom-
ach; that there was no outward bleed-
ing and that the physicians believe that
M. Labori will die from the wouand.

SAW OUR DEFENSES,

British Officer Inspects Columbis River
Forts.

Fort Stevens, Or., Aug. 15.—The
officer in charge at this post received
on August 2 a diepatoh from the secre-
tery ol war ordering him to meet at
Asgtorin Colonel Lee, military attache
of the British government, convey him
to and show him throngh the fortifica-

rons at the mouth of the Columbia
.n obedience to this order, the govern-
ment transport George H, Wendel was
promptly dispatched to Astoria, ana,
returning, lsnded Colonel Lee and bis
escort at Fort Stevens early on the day
mentioned. Later, socompanied by
the officers of this post, Colonel Lee
went through thae fortifications recently
completed, both on the Oregon &nd
Washington shores, the latter at Scar-
borough head, now officially known as
Fort Columbia, and the former consti-
toting the new defenses several hun-
dred yards west of old Fort Stevens.

With his visit to these fortifications,
Colonel Lee completed the inspection
of all of the principal coast defensus
of the United States, except those at
the Presidio, where he went direct from
here, and which he has doubtless in-
spected before this time. He paid a
very high compliment to the work
here, both as to the engineering and
constructive skill dieplayed, and was
no doubt duly impreseed with the power
of the formidable disappearing guns
monnted behind and within the soli
walls of masonry to command the e
trance of the Columbia river.

Whether he will make any use of
the information thus specifically gained,
for the benefit of his country, depends
npon the always possible event of war.
It is certain that he is supplied with
sufficient data to make such informa-
tion of great value in such a contin-
genoy.

In Minnesota and Wis-
congin alum powders are not permitted
to be sold unless they are branded to
warn consamers of their troe character,
while in the District of Columbia the
authorities have under the direction of
congress, adopted regulations to pro-
hibit the use of alum in bread alto-
gether.

Are not the people of other states, as
well aa those of Minnesota and Wis-
conein, entitled to warning of a danger
whioh is apparently menacing them at
close hand, and is not the whole goun-
try entitled to absolute protection, as
the people of the Distriet of Columbia
are proteoted, by legislation which is
entirely prohibitive? g

form .of a statute, how ¢an our siate
boards of health, state analysts or food
commissions better serve the public
than by publishing in the newspapers
from time to time the names of the
baking powders which they find to be
made from alum?

Meantime, it will aid the housewife
in designating the alum powders  re-
member that all powders sold at twen-
ty-five cents or less per pound are of
this dangerons class. Pure cream of
tartar powaers are usually sold at
from forty-five to fifty cents a pound.

1PEAL 0 THE GOERIORS

Secretary Root Seeks Aid for
the Storm Vietims.

PORTO RICANS MUST BE FED

Navy Ready to Co-Operate and WIll
Flaco a Bhip at the Disposal of the
War Department When Needed.

Washington, Aug. 16,—The secre-
tary of war this afternoon issued the
following appeal to the governors of
states for aid for the storm sufferers
in Porto Rico:

“Bir: Ienclose herewith copies of
two telegraphic dispatches received last
evening from the governor-general of
Porto Rico, by whioh it appears that
the devastation wrounght by the recent
hurricane in that island is sven greater
tban was at first supposed. It is evi-
dent that a great multitude of people
are rendered utterly destitute by this
awfol calamity, and must be fed and
cared for duming a considerable period
until they ean have the opportunity to
produce food for themseives. Enorm-
ous quantities of supplies of the kind
indcated by the governor-genseral must
be procured.

**The magnitude of the work to be
accomplished leads this department to
supplement the appeal already made
to the mayors of the principal cities of
the country by & more general appeal,
and a | beg you to ask‘ the people of
your state to contribuie generously to
the relief of the people of Porto Rioco.
Swift steamers have been provided to
leave the port of New York to carry
the supplies directly to Porto Rico as
rapidly as they can be collected.

“*Contributions should be either in
supplies of the character indicated, or
in money, in order that the supplies
can be purchased. The supplies should
be sent to Colonel F. B. Jones, Army
building, foot of Whiteball street, New
York city, in paakages plainly marked
‘Porto Rican Relief,” and.he should be
consulted as to the time of shipment.

Money ghould be sent to the Nation
al Bank of North America, New York
city, which has been designated as a
depository for the relief fund. Very

GUARDING THE ROAD.

Band of Rebels Routed by the Ameri-
ean Forces.
Manila, Aug. 18. —A force of United
States troops from Quingua, four miles
northeast of Maiolos, and from Bali.
uag, near Bostus, about six miles
northeast of Quingua, encountered a
body of 500 insurgente ahout bhalf-way
between Bustus and Quingua. In the
engagemant that ensued, the Filipinoa
were severely punished and scattered.
The Americans lost one killed.
The insurgent force i believed to
have been under the command of Gen-
eral 'Pio del Pilar, and to have had in
view the tearing up of the railway at
Bocave and Gigaa, about three miles
from Bulacan. A battalion ol the
Twenty-first infantry will be sent to
those points this afternoon to strength-
en the railrond goard, and to recon-
noiter the country in the direction of
Norgagaray, and on the Bustus road.
General Wheaton, with the troops at
Calalut, made a reconnoissance on An-
geles, abont four milea to the north-
west, where he found 500 of the enemy.
He silenced their fireand then returned
to Calulat.
